The Pacific Coast Ignored. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The Califor- 
nia Representatives are entirely una- 
ble to learn what positions will be as- 
signed them by Speaker Carlisie upon 
the Committees of the House. It 
seems to be quite certain that the Pa- 
cific Coast will have no representative 
upon the Ways and Means Gommittee, 


which will largely determine the fu- 
ture tariff legisiation for the country. 
It is a noticeable fact that but little op- 
ition seems to be manifest among | 
the Republican members of Congress 
against a reduction of the duty on salt, 
fruit and lumber, three of the most 
important industries of the Pacific 
Coast. Thereis much greater opposi- 
tion to a reduction * the duty 4 ‘wool. 
but even that seems in danger of being 
disturbed. 

If the Pacific Coast Representatives 
have no chance of being represented 
upon the Waysand Means Commi 
to defend their iudastries and mate 
interests, the presence here of repre- 
sentatives of these interests would 
seem to be required. Thereis no oc- 
casion for a panic, and some ofthe 
| best informed men in House ex- 
press the opinion that nothing will be 
done this session except to take the 
tax off tobacco, but the importance of 
the interests at stake seems too great 
to be disregarded. 


Anxious for a Contest. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 1,— Senator 
Jones, of Nevada, who arrived in 
Washington last night, says that the 
Republicans of the Pacific Coast are 
anxious to meet their political oppo- 
nents in the next Presidential contest 
on the basis of Mr. Cleveland’s tariff 
message.

Insufficiency of the evidence to justify the 
decision of the court, and 
t law. Specific assign- 
ments of errors are made to several of the 
findings, and a specification ot the particu- 
lars in which the evidence is cl ed to 
be insufficient is embodied in the state- 
ment. It is not, in fact, claimed that the 
findings do not support the judgment, 
The real question which appellant seeks 
to have reviewed, is whether the evidence 
supporte the findings ot the court. There 
is no room for argument upon the pro 
spar that the findings support the judg- 
men 
Respondent objects toany consideration 
of the statement for any purpose = 
to determine whether the indgment is 
supported by the findings of facta. He 
claims that the only mode by which the 
question of insufficiency of the evidence 
to justify the findings, etc, can be brought 
_ ore this court for revicw is by moving 


upon the refusal of that. court to grant 
the motion to appeal from such order. 

The authorities he cites from the Su- 
preme court of this and other states fully 
support the position which he maintains 
that only in this way “can this court de- 
termine whether the judgments or ether 
decisions of district courts are supported 
by the evidence, or whether the findings 
of facts,of such courts, are sustained by 
the evidence.”’ 

Appellant admits that the general rule 
and practice no bom and enforced by 
this court, in construing the statute, (sub- 
division 6, section 195, of the Civil Pr. Act; 
Gen. Stat. 3217), is substantially as sta 
by respondent in all cases at law where 
the court below has had the opportunit 
of seeing, hearing and examining tbe wi 
nesses who have testified in th- case; but 
he claims that the reason upon which the 
rule is founded, to the effect. that before 
the testimony can be reviewed by the Ap- 

late Court, the lower court must have 
ad an opportunity to review its own find- 
ings and decision, and to exercise its judg- 
mentand discretion either by uphoiding 
or setting aside the findings and thereby 
correcting its own errors if any had been 
committed, has no application to cases in 
equity, 10 @ proceeding itike the case at 
bar, or to any case where the testimon 
is wholly documentary, and that in ai 
such exceptional cases the general ruie 
ought not to be strictly enforced. 

Does the statute, by a fair and liberal 
construction authorize or warrant any 
exception tothe general rule abovestated? 

Can this court,in the absence of any 
statutory provision creating any distinc- 
tion in the method of taking appeais in 
the different character of cases, make any 
exception to the general rule? 

The contention of appellant that this

It is conceded 
by the counse: for the appellant that this 
court canaot review the evidence —P 
a motion for a new trial be first made in 
the court below; yet it is claimed thata 
statement on appes! may be made for the 

urpose of showing that, netwithstand- 
ng plaintiff's ailezations were fully de- 
nied by the answer, there was noevidence 
whatever adduced in support of the com- 
plaint, and therefore it was error, in point 
of law, to have remdered judgment for 

er.’ 


The court examined the evyidenee for 
the sole purpose of determining whether 
or not the statement was true that “no 
evidence whatever was adduced in sup- 

rtof the complaint.” The result was 
that tke court tound “some evidence 
tending to support the conclusion arrived 
at by the court below,’ and, there/ore, 
affirmed the judgment. (41 Cal. 92) Most 
of the evidence offered by respondent in 
this case tended to support his claim 
hence it cannot be cousistenily urged 
that upon this ground the judgmeuvt is 
against law. 

ne. case of Wilso” +s, Cross, (33 Cal. 67,) 
relied upon by appeilant,is essentially 
different from the case at bar Therea 
motion for a new trial iad been madeand 
denied in the :ower court, and the appeal 
was taken from the order of the court 
denying a new trial. The case was, there- 
tore, properly pre-ented, in the mode pio- 
vided by the statute, to enable the Appel- 
late Court to review the testimony; but 
objection was made to any review of the 
testimony on the ground that there was a 
substantial conflict o: evidence, and the 
court held, that, inasmu::h as all the tes- 
timony consisted of depositions,the Ap- 
peiate Court was as competent to pass 
upon its weight as the lower court, and 
upon @ review thereof reversed the judg- 
ment. 

lf it be true, as claimed by appellant, 
that the entire testimony, when carefully 
weighed and considered, shows that ti.e 
findings of facts were not sustained by 
the evidence, and that upon the te-timony 
the judgment ought to have.been ren- 
dered in appellant's favor, it was his plain 
duty to have moved the district court for 
a new trial, and if his motion had been re- 
fused he could have appealed from the 
order lg the new trial, and nyvon 
such appeai it would have been the duty 
of this court—under the rule announced 
in W:lson vs. Cross—to have revieweu and 
weighed the testimuny, notwithstandin 
tne fact that there was a conflict o 
evidence. :he position which appellant 
assumes that he did not want a new trial, 
and that it would have been useless for 
him to apply for it, doe» not justify him 
in departing trom the statutory method 
of taking appeals. Exceptional cases 
may, and doubtless often do, arise where- 
in it would be an idle and useless cere- 
mony—so far as the action of the lower 
court is concerned to move for a new 
trial. But in all cases where the losing 

arty desires to present his case to the 

upreme Court in such a manner as to 
enuble itio review all the testimony for 
the purpose of determining whether or 
not it is sufficient tosusiain the findings 
or other decision of the district court, he 
must follow the steps, and walk in the 
— wpon the plain road marked out by 

se statute. 

In Sherman vs. Shaw, we had occasion 
te sta e—and here repeat the statement — 
that: . “It is as unsatisfactory to the court 
as itis to counsel (and litiganis,) to have 
c -ses disposed of upon mere questions of 
praciice. But it must be remembered 
that the rules of practice areas pdbjigatory 
upon us as upon the parties to a suit; and 
if attorneys desire to have their cases ex- 
amined upon the merits they must com- 
ply with the pian provisions of the stat- 
ute and therulesof practice as established 
by the court.”’ (9 Nev. 152.)
